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PAPER INDUSTRY OF AUSTRALIA 





Attempts to Introduce American Paper Into the Commonwealth—This Country’s Share of Present 
Trade About One-eighth—Comparisons With Great Britain and Other Exporting Nations 


In response to a request by THE PAPER TRADE JouRNAL, the 
American consul at Melbourne, Australia, William C. Magelssen, 
furnishes the following interesting and instructive data concerning 
the paper trade of Australia and the prospect for American busi- 
ness with that colony: 

With reference to your request for a report on the paper in- 
dustry in Australia, I have the honor to inform you that no serious 
attempts have been made, on the part of our manufacturers, to 
introduce American paper into the Australian commonwealth. It 
is said that less than half a dozen representatives and agents of 
American paper makers are to be found here, while salesmen of 
this commodity are practically unknown here, 

The commonwealth, although it cannot be compared with the 
United States so far as population is concerned, has a goodly 
number of persons to be catered for. The inhabitants number, 
according to the I91I census, 4,455,005, and these figures are 
greatly being added to by new arrivals, both by birth and immigra- 
tion—the figures for 1910, the latest figures obtainable at the 
present moment, being 116,801, and now éhat Australia is being 
fully advertised to the remainder of the world, it is confidently 
expected that immigrants will enter the country in far greater 
force than hitherto. 

The following statement shows the value of importations of 
paper into Australia and it will readily be seen that America does 
not get a large share of the trade, considering that only one- 
eighth of the total imports is its contribution for the year 1910:

The column “Other Countries” pertains chiefly to Germany, 
with the exception of printing paper, which to the value of 
$302,103, was imported from Canada. 

It will be noted that the greatest import from the United States 
is printing paper; the figures are not very important and it is 
considered that the trade in this line could easily be improved 
upon. The same may be said of writing paper. 

Wrappings, browns, are mainly manufactured at the local mills, 
of which mention will be made later. There is, however, a con- 
siderable importation of these classes, coming principally from 
Germany, Sweden and Norway. Blotting paper is also made 
locally. 

The greatest part of the straw board consumed is produced in 
the commonwealth on account of the good quality and the quantity 
of straw, and the easy access to the mills. Australia can well 
hold its own against the imported article; small lots are imported 
from Holland, Germany and Japan. With regard to the other 
classes, American imports are very small in comparison with the 
total imports. 

United States exporters have to labor under a disadvantage in 
Australia owing to the preferential tariff agreement which exists

A prominent paper importer of Melbourne has been good enough 
to favor me with the following comments on the methods of 
American paper exporters with whom he has had dealings: 


_ On very many occasions it is the unpleasant experience of the 
importer to have a shipment of American goods arrive at the 
wharf before the bill of lading or the draft comes to hand; natur- 
ally it causes much annoyance, inconvenience and extra expense. 
This could easily be remedied by watching the departure of the 
mails. It has the appearance that as long as the maker receives 
his money and the goods are exported—so far as he is con- 
cerned—that ends his worries. 

Invoices should always accompany the drafts. 

The export markings are very often not sufficiently distinct, 
cases are frequently addressed in large letters from the mills to 
some export agent in New York or other centre, but the address 
for the final destination is pushed away in some corner, where 
it can scarcely be seen. This necessitates loss of time in endeav- 
oring to locate the goods. 

The cases as a rule are strongly made, but they should not be 
asked to carry a heavier weight than 5 cwt., especially for shipping 
purposes. When containing more than their complement, the 
boards are liable to spring and become loose, thus causing damage 
to the paper. 

The packing generally is in good order, but paper has been re- 
ceived at times just put loosely into the case, the reams not 
being parceled up securely, but just a slip of paper to indicate the 
division. When these cases are handled there is a sagging and 
buckling of the paper, causing much damage. 

The specifications are not often received in a complete form, 
the measurements and contents of each case are seldom shown, 
neither the total measurement of the shipment given. : 

The rate of freight per ton is frequently not stated; all that is 
shown is the total amount of the shipment. The ton rate should 


be given, as this is needed for checking and costing purposes. 
These mentioned pin-pricks are very irritating and vexatious,

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PULP AND PAPER PRODUCTION OF THE UNITED STATES 


Revised Statement of the Thirteenth Census of Manufactures During 1909, Showing Quantity 
and Cost of Materials Consumed and the Value of Manufactures—Gross Comparisons With 
1904 and 1899—Substantial Increase in the Total Value of Products 


Last year in its edition of April 27 THe Paper TrabE JOURNAL 
published the preliminary summary of the Thirteenth Census of 
the Paper Industry of the United States. This week the final fig- 
ures, which do not differ materially from those published a year 
ago, have been received. 

The total production of wood pulp in 1909 was 2,495,523 tons; 
in 1904, 1,921,768 tons, and in 1899, 1,179,535 tons. The percentage 
of increase for the decade was 111.6. Sulphite fibre shows the 
highest rate of increase, 144.6 per cent. An increasing proportion 
of the wood pulp is made by establishments which themselves con- 
sume it in making paper; in 1909, 63.5 per cent. was so consumed.

The value of all products, which includes some duplication, in- 
creased from $127,326,162 in 1899 to $267,656,964 in 1909, or I10.2 
per cent. The output of paper products increased from 2,167,593 
tons in 1899 to 4,216,708 tons in 1909, or 94.5 per cent. Paper 
stock used for which quantities are reported aggregated 4,588,160 
tons in 1909, of which wood pulp formed 61.6 per cent.; old waste 
paper, 21.4 per cent.; rags, 7.8 per cent.; straw, 6.6 per cent., and 
manila stock, 2.6 per cent.

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Price and Demand 


Conditions Unchanged at Holyoke—Prospects Hopeful in Boston 
Trade—Volume of Business Better in Chicago—Orders Nu- 
merous But Small at- Philadelphia—Business Mending in 
Miami Valley—Improvement Noted Along the Fox 
River—Pulp Shows a Higher Tendency in Canada 


Though many unfavorable disturbances have arisen during the 
past few months, reports of correspondents of THE PAPER TRADE 
JourNAL have indicated that the first week of April has witnessed 
practically no handicap of business in the paper industry. Floods 
throughout the country have caused serious damage to dams, 
water powers, etc., but paper mills have escaped with but little 
injury. Mills in all quarters are kept on a full time basis, and in 
many cases the volume of business being transacted is in advance 
of that of the corresponding periods of the past four or five years. 
Jobbers in the Middle West report that the mild weather has re- 
flected a general improvement in the paper trade situation. A 
good volume of business is being transacted, and dealers are most 
optimistic in their views. The same feeling seems to dominate 
the mind of Eastern dealers, as a good percentage of them express 
opinions of a very hopeful character. Owing to the advancing 
prices in rags brought in from abroad, it is thought that values of 
the finer grades of papers will reach new levels before very long. 
In Canada the price of paper and pulp continues to be strong and 
reflects a very firm undertone. 


BUSINESS MAINTAINS AN EVEN TENOR

While varying opinions may be found as to the general busi- 
ness situation in this section, yet a summing up of all the opinions 
will find at least 90 per cent. are of a hopeful character. This 
not only applies to general trade, but is true of the situation in 
the paper industry, and especially among the paper jobbers. 

The industrial troubles which have threatened to disrupt busi- 
ness, at least temporarily, are being settled so quickly by the em- 
ployers that the labor agitators are now meeting with a most 
discouraging reception wherever they have started to inaugurate 
strikes. 

It has been intimated within the past few days that prices are 
likely to be advanced by the manufacturers of high grade papers 
owing to the advance in prices on foreign rags, as well as an 
inability to have deliveries made. A few spring-like days of the 
past week tended to stimulate general trade, and the local paper 
jobbers were much benefited by many belated first of the month’s 
orders. Spring business has taken a firm hold and it is expected 
that conditions will improve. Paper stock dealers are having 
a big demand for stock at high prices and are unable to fill orders. 
A year ago conditions were the reverse of this. The printing 
industry is especially busy, and this has greatly improved the call 
for high grade papers, especially ledger and bond, while wrapping 
papers are holding their own. TANYANE. 


DEMAND INGREASES

Aside from the large demand created by the use of very large 
quantities of paper and cardboard for election purposes, a 
larger demand is reported from regular trade sources and the in- 
quiries are more numerous than for some time, largely due to a 
general improvement in trade conditions in this section because 
of better weather.

Rumor of Paper and Pulp Mills Merger—Satisfactory Iumber- 
ing Year—Report of Crown Lands Department—Pulp and 
Paper Statistics—Good Showing of Laurentide Company— 
Three Directors Dropped from Spanish River’s Board

Montreat, Canada, April 8, 1912—Rumors of a merger among 
the pulp and paper companies of the province still continue to be 
discussed. Sir Rudolphe Forget, prominently connected with the 
Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company, the Eastern Canada Power 
and Pulp Company, Ltd., the Labrador Electric and Pulp Com- 
pany, and other concerns, left for Europe last week, where it is 
said he will complete the necessary financial arrangements for a 
merger of several of the country’s leading pulp and paper compa- 
nies. Whether this be true or not, the fact remains that the stock 
of several of the newer companies has been exceptionally active 
on the local exchange, and large blocks of both the stocks and 
bonds have been taken by insiders and interests close to the com- 
pany. The securities of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany and the Ontario Pulp and Paper Company have also been 
actively traded in. In fact, from a stock market standpoint, pulp 
and paper companies:are receiving more attention now than at any 
time in the history of the country. R. 


New Heads Elected

MontTrEAL, Canada, April 8, 1912—At a recent meeting of the 
Eastern Canada Power and Pulp Company, Ltd., and the Labrador 
Electric and Pulp Company, held at the office of Sir Rudolphe 
Forget, president of the companies, Laurent G. Morin, of Mon- 
treal, was appointed secretary-treasurer; Jos. Duguay, of Murray 
Bay, assistant, to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Lewis C. Haskell, secretary-treasurer of the companies. Mr. Has- 
kell is leaving the companies to become associated with Norman 
Binmore, real estate broker. R. 


Hon. E. E. Tache Passes Away

Monrreat, Canada, April 8, 1912—The Hon. E. E. Tache, Dep- 
uty Minister of Crown Lands and Forests, Quebec, died a few days 
ago, aged seventy-six years. He had been a civil servant for over 
fifty years, and had served under thirteen ministers; He was the 
designer of the Parliament buildings in Quebec and of many other 
public buildings. R. 


Satisfactory Lumber Season 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Montreat, Canada, April 8, 1912—Advices from various parts of 
the province state that the season in the lumber camps which has 
just closed was a satisfactory one. The cut of lumber was larger 
than last year, and the conditions under which the men carried 
on their work were more satisfactory than usual. As a general 
rule wages and the cost of teams were lower this winter than they 
were a year ago. In the Three Rivers district there was sawn 
a total of 46,956,680 feet board measure and 74,400 cords of pulp 
wood. R. 


Statistics of 1911 
{FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Montreat, Canada, April 8, 1912—Reports of business for the 
year 1911 and the prospects for the year 1912 prove of interest. 
Eleven of the most prominent lumber retailers in the Province of 
Quebec reported that during 1911 they turned out 41,600,000 feet 


of lumber at an average price of $18.76. About half, or 20,995,000 
feet, were spruce, 11,160,000 feet pine, and 6,500,000 hemlock. They 
also sold 7,680,000 pieces of lath and 1,200,000 shingles, 

The firms report that stocks at the present time are about the 
same as they were a year ago. Of the eleven dealers three state 
that the prospects for the present year are about the same as 
they were a year ago. Three others report that the prospects are 
better, and one states that the 1912 prospects are much better than 
a year ago, R. 


Denuded Lands Being Reclaimed 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Monrtreat, Canada, April 8, 1912—The Quebec Department of 
Lands and Forests have recently undertaken the experiment of re- 
claiming denuded lands. In the county of Argenteuiel, which was 
once heavily wooded, the land is now completely bare of trees, 
Sand has blown over the once arable land until today it is practi- 
cally a desert waste. The Government has commenced operations 
with a view to reclaiming these lands, and if the experiment is 
successful will carry on the work in other parts of the prov- 
ince. R. 


Annual Report of Grown Lands Department 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreaL, Canada, April 8, 1912.—The fifty-first annual report 
of the Crown Lands Department of the Province of New Bruns- 
wick has just been made public. The latter covers the operations 
of the fiscal year ended October 31, 1911, and shows that the re- 
ceipts were $538,439, or nearly $34,000 in excess of those of the 
previous year. Compared with the receipts of five years ago there 
was an increase of $268,000. The report further states that the re- 
cent law prohibiting the exportation of pulp wood cut on Crown 
lands has been successful in stimulating the manufacture of pulp 
and paper in the province. R. 


Glyde Leavitt Made Chief Forester 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, April 9, 1912.—It is announced that the Con- 
servation. Commission of Canada has engaged Clyde Leavitt, of 
Washington, U. S. A., as chief forester. He will also serve as 
chief fire inspector to the Canadian Railway Commission. Mr. 
Leavitt comes to Canada with a high reputation, having been in the 
United States Forestry Bureau for eight years and holding the 
forestry degree from the University of Michigan. He has lately 
been forest inspector and assistant in charge of the acquisition of 
lands under the Weeks law.

Pulp and Paper Statistics 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Orrawa, Canada, April 9, 1912.—The last bulletin of the Trade 
and Commerce Department shows the exports of Canadian pulp 
wood to the United States for December last to have been $402,000 


as to $317,500 for the previous December. Although there was a 
marked increase for the final month of 1911, the total exports of 
pulp wood for the nine months ending December, 1911, was 
$752,000 less than for the corresponding period of 1910, being a 
total of $4,437,000. 

Exports of printing paper to the United States for the period 
mentioned showed a slight gain. They totalled $137,854 in De- 
cember, 1910; $149,956 in December, 1911. In the last nine months 
of 1910 they were $1,384,000, and in the last nine months of 1911, 
$1,391,000, showing that there would have been a decrease only 
for the large exports of December. 

Canada imported from the United States $346,600 worth of 
printing paper in the nine months ending last December, a gain of

Parliament Ends Without Creating Tariff Gommission 
[Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, April 9, 1912—The Parliamentary session 
came to an end on April 1 without the enactment of the meas- 
ure creating a tariff commission. As this was one of the chief 
bills of the new Government, and of great importance to the paper 
industry as well as to all other industries, the failure to carry it 
through has created not a little stir. It was the Senate that killed 
the bill. The Liberals, who are in the majority in that chamber, 
amended the tariff commission act in several ways, and the Con- 
servative Government, not agreeing to these amendments, a dead- 
lock ensued, which meant the throwing out of the tariff proposi- 
tion. The main amendment of the Senate was a suggested provi- 
sion that in any case of an application for increase of the tariff, 
the commission should report upon the dividends paid by the con- 
cern applying, during each of the preceding ten years, and the 
names of the shareholders. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the Liberal 
opposition in the House of Commons strongly supported this 
amendment. As the two houses must both pass legislation before 
it becomes law, the failure of the Senate to pass the bill in a shape 
acceptable to the House of Commons meant that it died at the end 
of the session. It is reported that the bill will be reintroduced 
next session. G. 





A New $25,000 Wire Cloth Concern 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, April 9, 1912.—A factory producing wire cloth 
used in paper and pulp mills will be erected in Ottawa this spring 
at a cost of $25,000. The local demand for this product is large, 
and there will also be a considerable market in other parts of 
Canada, as the only other place in Canada where the wire is 
turned out is a factory in Montreal. The Canadian general tariff 
provides a duty of 25 per cent. on imported copper and brass 
wire cloth. 

John R. Buchanan, one of the proprietors of the Appleton Wire 
Works, Appleton, Wis., is at the head of the new enterprise, and 
has with him Jos. W. Perazo, an expert wire weaver, and L. M. 
Peebles, an expert steam and electrical engineer. The contract 
has been let for the building of the factory, which is to be 100x42 
feet to start with. Ten looms will be installed. The brass wire 
cloth will be manufactured in sizes from 76 to 186 inches wide, 
and from 40 to 75 feet long. Ottawa city secured the industry by 
granting a fixed assessment of $5,000 for ten years on the plant 
and property. This encouragement was possible owing to there 
being no rival business of the kind in the city, Li 





Ganadians Await Opening of Panama Canal 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, April 8, 1912—With the opening of the 
Panama Canal every branch of exporting industry in British Co- 
lumbia is looking forward to “a new lease of life,” and included 
in this new wave of anticipation is the pulp and paper business. 

Although the growth of the industry in the far Coast province 
has not been great thus far, there is a highly assuring indication 
in the remarkable increase of population in the adjacent prairie 
provinces, and in the more and more active demand from Aus- 
tralia, as well as the opportunities offered in cheaper transport to 
Europe, South America and South Africa through the Panama 
route. 

Among the companies now in successful operation in British 
Columbia is the Powell River Paper Company, of Powell River, 
organized by the Brooks-Scanlon Company, a big United States 
lumber corporation. It is producing news print paper, and has an 
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immense plant employing 700 men. The other companies are Jpo- 
cated at Port Mellen, on Howe Sound, at Bella Coola and Swanson 
Bay, and all have large plants. 

There are abundant supplies of wood suited to the industry, and 
the presence of plenty of water power is a favorable element. As 
much as 500 cords per acre is not an uncommon cut, while from 
100 to 150 cords is a fair average on good timberlands. In 1901 
to encourage the establishment of paper manufacturers the Gov- 
ernment granted twenty-one year leases of pulp wood forests to 
bona fide applicants, and several companies were formed to take 
advantage of the concession. These companies selected 354,399 
acres for the purpose, and then in 1903 the law respecting pulp 
leases was repealed. The annual rental to be paid under these 
leases is 2 cents per acre and a royalty of 25 cents per cord of 
pulp wood cut. The lessees are bound to build, equip and operate 
in the province a mill with a daily output of not less than one 
ton of pulp and half a ton of paper for each square mile included 
in the lease. Four companies have fulfilled the preliminary re- 
quirements. R. B. 





Partington Pulp and Paper Gompany’s Assessment 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

St. Joun, N. B., April 8, 1912—The Municipal Council has 
passed a bylaw agreeing to fix the assessment on the Partington 
Pulp Company's mill property at Lancaster at $225,000 for fifteen 
years on the following conditions: The pulp company must spend 
the sum of $100,000 at least within two years in enlarging and 
improving its plant, employ fifty more hands and eventually must 
erect a new paper mill. W. E. T. 





A Heavy Lumber Gut in Quebec

TureE Rivers, Que., Canada, April 8, 1912—Pulp wood cut- 
ting and logging has been most sucessful this winter owing to 
the large amount of snow in the bush, enabling the lumbermen 
getting the logs to the stream. The cut has been very heavy. 
Several hundred men are still being employed by the Wayaga- 
mack Pulp and Paper Company in the construction of their mills 
on the island at this point. The mills will be completed and in 
operation in 1912.

Laurentide Makes a Good Showing

Toronto, Canada, April 8, 1912—The remarkable advance of 
the value of Laurentide Paper Company’s stock in the financial 
market calls attention to the latest estimate of this year’s output 
of the plant, which is placed above 150,000 tons of news print 
paper. In 1907 the total output was 57,000 tons. This greatly 
augmented production has been reflected in the actual dividends 
paid; these have increased from 6 per cent. in 1907, to what Is 
now equivalent to nearly 16 per cent. This security has kept going 
up and up until it is worth nearly double of twelve months ago. 

The property holdings of the Laurentide Company consist of 
nearly 2,061 square miles of timber limits which, if properly

High Water Causes State Dam to Go Out—Manufacturers to 
Bring Suit—Moore to Remain With Newton Falls Company 
—Northern New York Paper and Pulp Manufacturers Form 

Association—St. Regis Operates Its New Plants— 
Governor Dix Urged to Sign Jones-Cobb Bill 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1912——The excessive high water 
of the past few days along the Black River has raised havoc with 
manufacturers in this vicinity, and it is feared that the worst is 
yet to come. In fact, the effects will be seriously felt throughout 
the coming summer. From present indications the paper mills 
along the river below Carthage will be forced to close down this 
summer when the water reaches low tide. 

The climax came Sunday morning when the State dam at Car- 
thage was torn out by the high water and ice floes. For some time 
it had been known that this dam was in a bad condition, and 
paper manufacturers were watching every sign of a break. At 
first the top timbers which had been added to the old dam were 
seen to give way and bring the dam down a few feet. In about an 
hour later the middle of the structure for about 60 feet broke and 
washed down the stream in the torrent. 

This is an 6ld wooden dam placed there by the State many years 
ago. It was about 100 feet in width and 19 feet high. From this 
practically all the cluster of paper mills at Carthage secure power. 
The water stored by the dam extended back to Lyons Falls a dis- 
tance of 40 miles. When the dam gave way warnings were sent 
down the river in order that necessary precaution might be taken 
against abnormal floods by the mill owners. The water spread 
over the wide basin and only meant an abrupt raise of about a 
foot at Watertown, and this seemed to do no damage. 

It had been known that this dam was in bad condition for some 
time, and last year the State proposed to construct a new one; 
but the paper manufacturers refused to close down their plants 
for the summer period required for the work. They will have 
no choice in the matter this summer, for as soon as the water 
reaches a low point the mills will be without power. While the 
water remains high there will be no difficulty, but when the low 
water period arrives all will be forced down, and it is then that 
the work of constructing a new dam will be taken up. L.B.S. 


Will Bring Damage Suit Against the State 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1912—The carrying away of the 
high dam at Oswego last week by the enormous flood of the river 
has not only placed the city in a very bod position as fas as power 
and fire protection is concerned, but has brought a large amount of 
damage to other manufacturing plants at that point. The breaking 
of the high dam caused considerable damage to other plants 
along the river below the dam. 

When the department of water meets this week it is probable 
that an action will be instituted against the State for $150,000 dam- 
ages. The break of the dam carried away the power house, where 
for years electricity for the city has been generated, together with 
the city pump house. 

The first high dam at this point was built more than 100 years 
ago, simply a spur dam at which power was generated for oper- 
ating a grist mill and a sawmill which were run for many years. 
When the State canal was built in 1825 the first high dam was 
constructed. The foundation was never good and there were 
frequent washouts. Forty-seven years ago the east end of the dam 
went out, and ten years later a breach was made in almost the 
same place. This dam had a height of 15 feet, and the power 
was for years regarded as the best on the river. 


From the reservoir above the dam the city’s water supply had 
been taken for many years. Ten years ago the city paid $550,009 
for the water plant, and today the city had water free for fire 
protection and other purposes. The destruction of the dam at this 
time comes as a great loss to the city. It is understood that the 
old dam will not be rebuilt, but talk of a dam on another site 
nearby is heard. L. Be 


Frank L. Moore Will Remain President of Newton Falls 
Gompany

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1912.—There has been a persistent

Mr. Moore stated 
that he refused to comment upon the reports circulated, but 
stated that he had acquired a one-fourth interest in the capital 
stock of the Newton Falls Company, and will remain as presi- 
dent and general mznager of the company.

Paper and Pulp Manufacturers’ Association of Northern 
New York Formed 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1912—At a meeting of the paper 
manufacturers of this section, held at the Black River Valley 
Club, in this city, last Saturday, an organization to be known as 
the Paper and Pulp Manufacturers’ Association of Northern New 
York was perfected. For years there has been a feeling among 
the paper men that their interests could be best represented both 
in State and nation through this union of individual manufac- 
tuerrs. It was brought out at this meeting that the American 
Pulp and Paper Association wielded an influence in behalf of all 
sections of the industry, but the men were unanimous in the con- 
clusion that the peculiar needs of northern New York could best 
be represented in organized effort. 

Mayor Francis M. Hugo, of this city, has been a very strong 
advocate of this organization for some time, and it was largely 
through his initiative that the matter was brought to a head. He 
spoke at length at the meeting on the advantages to be gained, 
saying that greater influence could be brought to bear at Albany 
toward the passage of measures which would insure the much 
needed conservation of water power. He also called attention to 
the influence which such a body would have in compelling the rail- 
road companies operating in this section to give fair and reason- 
able freight rates on both goods shipped in and out. 

In the perfecting of the organization the following officers were 
elected: E. B. Sterling, of Watertown, president; Thomas Hunter, 
of Fulton, vice president; H. J. Caswell, of Carthage, secretary 
and treasurer. The executive committee named was Francis M. 
Hugo, of this city; G. H. P. Gould, of Beaver Falls; James M. 
Sexsmith, of this city; J. A. Outterson, of Carthage; Wooster 0. 
Ball, of this city, and E. B. Sterling, ex-officio.

Garthage-to-the-Lakes Canal in Balance 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1912—The Carthage-to-the-Lakes 
Canal proposition is receiving much animated attention by all in- 
terests in this section just now. The Jones-Cobb bill appropriating 
$25,000,000 for State canal purposes, $14,000,000 of which is in- 
tended for this canal, which was passed by the Legislature, seems 
to be in grave danger of receiving the veto of Governor Dix. 
That influence may be brought to bear upon the Governor to 
secure his favorable action all available efforts are being made 
throughout the north country. Thousands of letters are being 
sent from this section to the Governor by individuals desirous ot 
having this canal constructed, and it is believed that favorable 
results will be obtained if the Governor is convinced that there 
is sufficient demand to make such an expenditure by the State 
expedient. 

The Watertown Chamber of Commerce has mustered all possi- 
dle strength and is working hard for the signing of the bill. Ata 
meeting held last week a delegation was selected to visit: the 
Governor in person. Assemblyman J. G. Jones, Senator G. H. 
Cobb, C. C. Burns and F. L. Carlisle formed the delegation which 
waited upon the Governor. He listened to their appeal, but gave 
no indication of what his action would be. He did say that it was 
a matter of either vetoing this bill or one appropriating $50,000,000 
for State highways, as both could not be submitted to the people 
at the same election. Delegations from Elmira and Glens Falls 
were also present. 

The chambers of commerce of the northern towns and cities 
have already taken action along this line. At Carthage the board 


of trade adopted resolutions favoring the measure, which were 
forwarded to the Governor. The petitions already in the hands 
of the Governor set forth in no uncertain manner the great impor- 
tance of the benefits to be derived from the proposed canal in 
this section. 

In speaking of his bill Assemblyman Jones briefly outlined the 
advantages to be derived. It means a direct connection by water 
with the coal regions for this section, and the many paper mills 
and other large manufacturing plants along the course of the 
canal will save largely through this important feature alone. The 
bill provides for ample water storage facilities to supply more 
than the quantity of water that will be used from Black River 
for this canal, In fact, so many of the small streams of this 
section will be made tributaries of the river that the flow of water 
will be increased, despite the amount needed for the canal. Then, 
too, the water would flow into Black River for twelve months 
of the year, while the canal would use water but for six months 
each year. The canal would mean a great thing for the paper 
mills of the section, as a feeder could be run into each mill, mak- 
ing it possible to bring barges of coal from the mine to the mill 
by water. L. B.S: 


A Serious Accident

Newton Manufacturing Gompany in Trouble

Worcester, Mass., April 8, 1912—On application of Lawrence 
W. Eames, a shareholder, Rufus B, Dodge was appointed receiver 
of the Newton Manufacturing Company, of Greendale, by Judge 
John H. Hardy in the Superior Court today.. The company manu- 
factures waterproof paper. Mr. Dodge was ordered to furnish 
$2,500 bonds, and was given authority to borrow $1,000 to be ex- 
pended in operating the plant to finish uncompleted orders. 

The company is capitalized at $750,000, of which $500,000 is pre- 
ferred and $250,000 common stock.

Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Gompany Employees Strike

PHILADELPHIA, April 9, 1912.—A strike of the 500 employees of 
the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company at Manayunk, 
which had long been threatened, became effective—at least par- 
tially so—this morning, with the result that the big box and news 
board mill is partially, if not entirely, crippled. At this writing 
the last report, as ‘phoned from the mill, is that about one-fifth 
the force is at work; that the strikers have not returned, and that 
there is no evident indication of their purpose. 

It appears that the bone of contention is not wages, but hours. 
When the strike in Holyoke was ona year or two ago there were 
expressions here also of discontent over the long shifts; but 
though a strike several times was threatened the trouble always 
blew over. 

In the last few weeks, however, the agitation for a shorter 
shift was renewed. After considerable parleying the men decided 
to go on strike, and the end of the last shift Friday was set as 
the time. About 500 employees quit, the trouble centering in the 
beater and engine rooms, but radiating sympathetically to other 
parts of the mill. 

Because of the Saturday half holiday and the Easter celebration 
Sunday and yesterday no attempt was made to run the mill, This 
morning, however, one machine was started. 

Thus far the strikers have not given the mill authorities any 
trouble, and it is believed the matters in dispute will be settled by 
the end of the week. E. R. G.

Dayton, Ohio, April 8, 1912.—By a plan recently decided on the 
selling departments of the United States Printing Company and 
the United States Lithographing Company will in all probability 


be consolidated. The plan contemplates the formation of a new 
corporation with a capital of $5,000,000, which may be known as the 
United States Printing-Lithograph Company, the control of which 
will be held in the treasuries of the two individual companies. It 
is the idea to have the same officers serve the two companies. The 
capitalization will be divided into $2,000,000 common and $2,500,000 
6 per cent. preferred, and $500,000 6 per cent. second preferred. 

The selling departments of the present companies will be trans- 
ferred to the new, corporation, which will pay therefor the entire 
issue of second preferred stock, as well as all of the common 
stock. It is probable that the first preferred will be marketed in 
the East, and the funds thus received will furnish sufficient work- 
ing capital to place the three companies above all needs in that line. 

It is stated that the plan in no way provides for a change in the 
ownership of the present plants of the printing and lithographing 
companies, but it will result in largely increasing their earning 
capacities. 

Of course, it is necessary that the plan be approved by the di- 
rectors and stockholders of each of the present companies before 
it becomes operative. It is stated that experts are at work, or 
have been for some time, making statements from the books, to be 
used as the basis for the deal in the distribution of the securities 
for the new selling corporation. On account of keen competition 
the respective companies are maintaining expensive selling organi- 
zations, and a combination of their interests, it is expected, will 
redound to the benefit of the stockholders, from a dividend stand- 
point.

He later had charge of the in- 
stallation of the machinery of the Thames River Specialties Com- 
pany, and was employed there afterward until failing health com- 
pelled him to give up any active work.

AppLeTon, Wis., April 8, 1912.—Paper manufacturers are as yet 
little concerned regarding the coal strike, as in most cases ade- 
quate provision was made to tide over a period of at least thirty 
days in the event that no coal would be available. 

In anticipation of a shutdown of the mines April 1 a number 
of the mills brought in by last boats from Greeri Bay a very large 
tonnage of coal at the lower rate of freight, and this surplus was 
regarded as an insurance policy, not to be touched so long as rail 
shipments were available. Most of this coal is still on hand, for 
the reason that the Lake Michigan docks are reported to have 
plenty of coal, and there has thus far been no cutting down of 
rail shipments. Fox River.

The next step in the extension of the dam to the mainland will 
be the erection of another coffer dam below the present one, and 
this will require from three to five weeks.

Ruling on Japanese Paper 

Wasurncton, D. C., April 8, 1912—The Treasury Department, 
in a letter to the collector at New York, has approved the classifi- 
cation placed upon Japanese paper at that port. The letter states 
that at certain ports this paper is classified as paper not specially 
provided for at 30 per cent. ad valorem under Paragragh 415 of 
the tariff act. The collector at New York has assessed it at 5 
cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem under Paragraph 410. 
It is said that this paper weighs between 6 and 10 pounds per ream 
of 480 sheets, 20x30 inches. It is further understood that it is 
used by the Japanese exclusively as writing paper, and that it is not 
commercially known as tissue paper. Therefore, the collector is 
informed, the department believes it should be classified under 
Paragraph 410, which provides for “all papers not specially pro- 
vided for weighing under 10 pounds to the ream,” at a rate of 
duty of 5 cents per pound and 1o per cent. advalorem. 


Lawrence (Mass.) Items

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Earnings of Austrian Paper Mills 


On another page of this issue will be found an interesting disser- 
tation on the earning capacity of Austrian paper mills by Oskar 
Sonnenschein, of Vienna, which will probably be appreciated by mill 
owners and the shareholders of paper manufacturing companies 
on this side, as shedding some light on the relative values of paper 
producing industries at home and in Austria. 

Mr. Sonneschein, who, by the way, is a paper man well acquainted 
with the trade at home and abroad, classifies the mills into such as 
are owned by private individuals, those controlled by some family 
or by certain groups of individuals, otherwise generally known in 
this country as “closed corporations,” and those whose shares can 
be purchased in the open market or are listed on the Stock Ex- 
change. The manner in which the properties are owned and con- 
trolled, however, makes little difference in arriving at the final 
conclusions sought, which are: How do Austrian paper mills pay 
as investments? how are they regarded by the investing public? 
and why are they so regarded? 

Taking the class of properties quoted on the Austrian Stock 
Exchange as being the more representative, the writer of the article 
The 
shares of the Elbermiihl, for instance, are quoted at 255 crowns. 


in question enumerates four mill securities so traded in. 


This mill paid a dividend of 10 crowns on the par value of 100 
crowns per share, or sufficient only to realize for the investors 
3.92 per cent. (nearly) on their investment, The Leykam mill 
shares, which paid on the par value 20 crowns, was at the end of 
last year quoted up to 569 crowns.

It is more than clear, as demonstrated by the compiler of these 
statistics, that the public must have unusual confidence in these 
industries, even making allowances for a certain amount of boom- 
ing and stock jobbing. We glean from Mr. Sonnenschein‘s article 
that there have been rumors, more or less constant, of a combina- 
tion of Austrian paper companies, but that there is no real founda- 
tion for the reports, and that it is extremely difficult to get Austrian 
industrial concerns to unite for a common purpose even of the 
simplest kind. The Austrian public should be more or less familiar 
with this fact, and such like peculiarities of the big corporations 
in their country, and they should not be so easily misled by false 
reports. 

Evidently it is there as it is here: some fool is born every minute.

And so, by industriously circulating the news of combinations, cer. 


tain interested parties have suceeded in keeping the market prices 
of the stocks in question at a valuation which, no matter how 
safe, is not justified by intrinsic worth. 

Making allowances, however, for all this, a great deal remains to 
the credit of the Austrian paper making industry which has bee 


able to pay such handsome returns upon the capital actually in. 


vested, and whose management has the evident confidence of the 
investing public. It is seldom that an industrial stock outranks q 
bank security, and yet on the basis of the premiums paid for paper 
mill stock, the people of that country think more of this particular 
industry than they do of their financial institutions, since the 
latter yield a return of an average flat 5 per cent., against returns 
of from 3.51 to 3.92 per cent. by the former. 

It is assumed, and not without reason, that an industrial security 
in Austria—and the same assumption applies to the United States 
should yield a dividend of at least 5 per cent., and that the in- 
vestor who pays a premium in excess of this return “pays too 
much for his whistle.” 


Business With Australia 


At the request of THe Paper Trape JournaL, Mr. William C. 
Magelssen, American consul at Melbourne, Australia, has tendered 
some valuable information, printed elsewhere in this issue, in re 
spect to the paper industry of Australia, the conditions governing 
the trade, and the prospects offering to American manufacturers 
and shippers in that country. 


Australia offers already a good market, which promises to 
steadily increase, and if our exporters here do not take advantage of 
the opportunities, or once having made an opening wedge, fail to 
establish a permanent trade, they themselves are the only ones to 
blame. 


Australia is not a paper producing country in the sense in which 
the term is generally understood. There are no mills there making 
They do, 
however, make a certain quantity of board and wrapping paper, 
but the bulk of this demand is supplied by the rest of the world, 
the American producers supplying at present but a meagre por- 
tion. 


news print or the finer grades of writings and tissues. 


During 1910 the value of paper of all kinds imported by Aus 
tralia aggregated $6,826,934, and of this the American market sup- 
plied but $771,554 worth, more than half of which was news print. 
Great Britain, which enjoys a preferential tariff treaty, and which 
has been the founder of the colony and the pioneer in trade, 
naturally enjoys the bulk of the business offering. Her share of 
the total paper imports aggregated in 1910, $3,685,093, while that 
of the rest of the world, exclusive of the United States, was, $2,370- 
287. Canada did a small business in news print, amounting to 
$302,103, but of the outside markets Germany came next to Great 
Britain. 

Brown wrapping papers are supplied by local mills, but, notwith- 
standing, a considerable quantity is imported from Germany, Nor- 
way and Sweden. According to the consul, the only grade of paper 
in which domestic mills can compete with the foreign is in straw 
board, as there is abundance of the raw material at hand. But 
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even under this favorable condition, Holland, Germany and Japan 
have gotten in to some extent. 

The preference given to Great Britain falls a long way short

papers pay 5 per cent. when imported from any country other than 
Great Britain; wrappings, colored paper and blotting are assessed 
at the specific rate of $1.21 per hundredweight, or $22 per ton 
of 2,000 pounds under the general tariff and at $1.09 per hundred- 
weight or $19.82 per short ton when imported from Great Britain. 
The difference of $2.14 should not stand seriously in the way of 
competition by outsiders, and if freights are at a moderate parity 
the way should be clear for the building up of a fairly good 
business.

nations and other papers according to origin are assessed at 
15 and 20 per cent. respectively. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
mere question of duty should not stand in the way of a market 
for American paper. 

There is, however, another and more substantial reason why 
Americans have not made much progress in establishing a perma- 
nent footing in Australia, as well as in South America and other 
distant countries. It is the question of delivery. This opens a sub- 
ject which has many a time been threshed out by this paper and 
by other trade journals in different lines. Notwithstanding all that 
has been said and all the warning that has been given, it would 
seem that American shippers will not take heed and improve their 
methods. It would seem as though they considered that once an 
order was delivered on board the cars or the vessel, their responsi- 
bility ended, and that if the goods did not arrive in good order it 
was none of their concern. This policy has been suicidal in respect 
to the establishment of American trade abroad, and has proved 
a stumbling block that has frequently ended all otherwise ambi- 
tious and expensive attempts to open a new market for export. 

Mr. Magelssen makes public through the columns of THE PAPER 
Trae JournAL the comments of a prominent paper importer of 
Melbourne, who goes right to the point and tells in few words the 
story of American failure to hold trade in Australia. The cases 
in which the goods are packed, he says, though as a rule strongly 
made, are frequently taxed beyond their capacity, with the result 
that before the long and often rough journey is over the boards 
have sprung and the contents have become damaged in various 
ways. Then, again, the packing has not been done in a manner 
satisfactory to the consignees. The paper too frequently is thrown 
loosely into the case with nothing more than a paper slip to indi- 
cate the division of the reams. The consequence of this careless- 
ness is that for want of proper support the paper buckles and is 
liable to serious damage. The shippers evidently overlook the fact 
that there is a material difference in shipping by direct rail to a 
point a few hundred miles away and exporting to a country at 
the other side of the world, where climatic conditions vary mate- 
tially en route and where there must be transshipments and often 
Tough handling. They forget, too, that the great distance precludes 
much of the possibility of dispute by the purchasers, who if they have 
any urgent need of the goods are obliged to receive and make the 


best of them—with the natural mental reservation, however, that 
they will avoid business with the shippers in future. 

There is evidently too much haste in getting off the consign- 
ment to trouble with such details as a complete specification, giv- 
ing the contents and measurements of each case, the rate of 
freight per ton, proper export markings, and invoices to cover 
the draft. Is it any wonder, therefore, that Australian importers 
who once having suffered from inconveniences and annoyances of 
this sort should fight shy of American shippers? The documents, 
too, are frequently delayed, so that the consignment arrives first 
and the consignee has to wait, sometimes at considerable loss, be- 
fore he can obtain possession of the goods. 

One still more serious complaint has been made of American 
manufacturers. They are accused of occasionally failing to match 
the samples upon the basis of which the order was taken, with the 
result that the consignees have frequently been obliged to refuse the 
draft. This naturally leads to complications both disagreeable and 
expensive. What exporters to distant points should bear in mind 
is that what is worth doing is worth doing well. They go to heavy 
outlay in securing trade; they pay heavy commissions and expenses 
to salesmen, and then, thinking to save a trifle, they undo all the 
expensive work of the latter by neglecting the care and details 
necessary to the safe conduct and delivery of the goods. If their 
draft is dishonored, not only are they obliged to sacrifice their 
goods, but they lose a business which has cost them dearly to 
secure. Business conducted in this way is not business but ex- 
travagant waste of time, energy and money. 


Big Paper Mill Planned for Oregon City 

Orecon City, Ore., April 9, 1912—A large paper mill is to be 
built by the Crown-Columbia Pulp and Paper Company, according 
to an announcement made here. Machinery has been ordered to be 
delivered within two months, and when installed will produce 
print paper 186 inches wide, nearly 30 inches wider than can be 
produced by the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company. 

It has not been decided whether the new machinery will be in- 
stalled in the Oregon City mills or the Camas, Wash., mills, but 
the machinery has been ordered, and the company will soon be 
producing the quality of paper used by newspapers on the largest 
machinery of its kind made.

Obituary 


John Moyer 


John Moyer, builder and operator of paper and pulp mills, passed 
away at his late home in Lyons Falls, N. Y., at 2 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, April 2. He had been ill for several weeks, Bright’s dis- 
ease causing his death. . 

Mr. Moyer was born in Mittenberg, Germany, in 1843, coming 
to America in 1848, and locating in Little Falls. Two years later 
his father and mother removed to Fowlerville, N. Y. When quite 
young he worked for the late Joel W. Ager, and later was asgo- 
ciated in business with him for twenty years. In company with 
Ward Hurst in 1869 he built the Gould No. 4 mill and operated it 
for four years. In 1887 he moved to Greig and built the Greig 
mill, which was destroyed by fire one year later. In 1880, in 
company with the late David D, Douglas, he built the Port Leyden 
mill, which he sold to the late Edwin Spencer and returned to 
Grieg and built the Greig mill known as the Moyer & Pratt mill, 
and operated it for eighteen years, 

The deceased also built and established a mill at Lyonsdale, 
known as the Lyonsdale mill. On account of ill health he retired 
five years ago. 

Mr. Moyer was married twice. His first wife was Miss Janet 
Campbell, of Penn Yan, whom he married in 1869. She died in 
1876. One son of that union survives, J. W. Moyer, of Lyons- 
dale. In 1877 he married Jessie Bell Holmes, of Greenock, Scot- 
land, who survives, with these children: Frederick M., James H, 
Louis W., Mrs. Clarke Gains of Lyons Falls, Mrs. Charles Kirche, 
Inlett, and Miss Josephine of Utica. The funeral services were 
held from Forest Church last Friday at 11 o’clock, and interment 
was at Fowlerville. 


Gharles H. Davenport 


The death at the Holyoke City Hospital, Tuesday afternoon, the 
oth, of Charles H. Davenport, closes a life of many vicissitudes, 
and one that has been beset by more than its share of tragedy in 
its closing chapters. Mr. Davenport has been in declining health 
for a few years, and was taken to the hospital last month in 
a serious condition. 

Mr. Davenport lost his older son a few years ago, and his other 
son, Charles H., disappeared in New York after the banquet of 
February 8, 1910, and his body was found in the North River the 
following July. These successive shocks were more than the 
parents could withstand, and their late years had seen much saf- 
ness. Mrs. Davenport disappeared from home early in the mort 
ing of December 20 last year, and no trace of her has been found 
It is thought that in a fit of mental aberration she drowned her 
self, but all efforts to find her body proved fruitless. 

Charles H. Davenport was born in South Hadley Falls, Mass, 
January 13, 1846. When a young man he entered the office of 
the Hampshire Paper Company, where under Manager Southworth 
he rose steadily until he became traveling salesman for the com 
pany. After leaving the Hampshire Paper Company Mr. Dave 
port became connected with the Whitmore Manufacturing Com- 
pany in 1885, but in a short time went to the Beebe & Holbrook 
Company, and was with them for five years as salesman.

Questions and Answers

To Find the Contents of a Barrel or Gask 
Question No. 2027. 

Would like to ask through the Questions and Answers columns 
for a rule or formula for finding the contents of a barrel or cask? 
ANSWER: 

The gauging of a cask or barrel is a very simple operation when 
understood. A barrel divided at the bung resembles two frustums 
or cones, and are so considered when computing their capacity or 
cubical contents. The bung diameter is the diameter measured 
half way between the ends. The mean diameter is found by add- 
ing the larger and smailer diameters and dividing by 2. To find 
the number of gallons in a barrel multiply the square of the mean 
diameter in inches by the length in inches, and that product by 
.0034. To find the contents in litres multiply by .o129 instead 
of .0034. 


Dryer Felt Troubles 

Question No. 2028. 

I am having trouble with the dryer felt traveling to the back 
side of the dryers on a 72 inch machine with fourteen dryers 
double deck. The bottom dryer felt will run perfect on the first 
dryer next to the press, and when it reaches the last dryer next 
to the calenders it will run 134 inches to the back side of the ma- 
chine. We have a guide roll on the machine and can guide it to 
the front side, but that does not do away with the felt running to 
the back side in the same proportion. Will someone kindly advise 
what causes this, and also a remedy? The dryers are all parallel, 
lined from the first press, and also true with a spirit level. 
ANSWER: 

There are any number of reasons why the dryer felt might run 
to the back side of the machine even if the dryers are lined up 
perfectly with the press roll, In the first place, the dryer felt 
might not be sewed properly. In order to make the dryer felt run 
perfectly the seam of the felt should be parallel with the face of 
the dryers. If the felt has been sewed so that the felt is shorter 
on one side than the other, the felt will travel to the shorter side. 
It is easy to tell whether it is right or not, because if one side is 
shorter the seam will travel ahead of the side that is longer. 

As your dryers are lined up perfectly, look at your felt rolls 
and see if they are in line with the dryers. If they are out of line 
they will cause the dryer felt to travel to one side or the other, 
just the same as if the dryers were out of line. The bearings 
might have become worn, and this in itself would cause the felt 
to travel. So look at your felt rolls and line them up as perfectly 
as your dryers are. 

Another thing to look at is to see if the dryers are in line the 
other way. That is, see if the front face of the dryers are in a 
straight line. Your last dryer might be 134 inches nearer the 
front side of the machine than the dryer at the wet end. If this 
was the case the dryer felt would appear to travel to the back 
side and be out 134 inches when it reached the dry end, but in 
reality it would be running straight. 

So it would be well to line up your felt rolls and see if that 
does not stop your trouble. If that does not stop it, then see if 
the seam of the felt is straight, and also measure and see if the 
dryers are in line the other way. If you will follow out the above 
remedies I think you will find what your trouble is and be able 
to remedy it. 
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WATER POWERS OF THE PROVINGE OF QUEBEG 


(Written for Tue Parer Trape Journat by R. O. Sweezy.) 


The only publication which in any way attempts a compilation 
of the water powers of the Province of Quebec is the report on 
“Water Powers of Canada,” by the Commission of Conservation 
of Canada. This report, while it is undoubtedly most valuable as 
far as it goes, falls far short of being an accurate or complete 
treatise on the water powers of Quebec. 

In the following figures contained herein and deduced from the 
report it is well to note that these totals of the estimated water 
power are much lower than they should be. In recording figures 
on hundreds of water powers throughout the province the report 
of the commission is misleading in many cases, but much to the 
credit of the engineers of that commission the error in the esti- 
mated powers is on the safe side, and not grossly exaggerated, as 
have been many of the reports, official and private, on many of 
the water powers of Quebec. 

In the report the water powers have been estimated for a head 
equal to their natural fall, which in nearly every case can be 
greatly increased by the building of dams or headworks. No 
allowance has been made either for the immense storage facilities 
offered by the natural conditions on nearly every river. Thus 
many water powers which are represented as offering 1,000 to 5,000 
or 10,000 horse power can be increased to twice that power or 
more. 

There are also a great many powers ranging from a few hun- 
dred to a few thousand horse power which do not figure at all in 
this first and necessarily incomplete report of the Commission of 
Conservation. 


Of the water powers of the province concerning which more 
complete and reliable data are available, and which are more 
easily within the reach of civilization, the report shows a total of 
2,700,000 horse power, of which 300,000 horse power is developed 
and now being utilized. Besides there is further shown in detail 
an approximate estimate of the unsurveyed water powers of the 
Saguenay basin, totaling 700,000 horse power; of the rivers of the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence (below the Saguenay), 1,250,000 
horse power, and for the James Bay slope, 1,000,000° horse power. 
This brings the total estimated water power of the province to 
over 5,500,000 horse power. 


The rapid development carried on at the present time in con- 
nection with the storage works on the Ottawa and St. Maurice 
rivers, attended by investigations for various concerns, with a 
view to establishing reservoirs on several other important streams, 
may serve to illustrate how important the storage question is. 

Hundreds of these water powers, which may now be purchased 
in Ottawa, St. Maurice and Saguenay basins, on the north shore 
of the St. Lawrence and along the line of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
offer great facilities for the rapid development of the pulp and 
paper industry. A conservative estimate has shown that no less 
than 5,000,000 tons of paper can be manufactured yearly from the 
annual increment on Quebec’s forest areas, 


In the Ottawa Valley thousands of square miles of timber limits 
may be secured by the investor, while large quantities of pulp 
wood may be bought from farmers on every side. Electrical 
energy or water power may further be used as motive power for 
railroads or to operate mills, factories and mines. Iron deposits 
unexploited owing to their great distance from coal centres may 
perhaps in the near future be worked when electrical smelting can 
be resorted to. The application of water power to extract alumi- 
num from the clays of the Ottawa Valley would well warrant 
investigation. 

The St. Maurice basin water powers are enormous and plentiful.

In the vicinity of Quebec city, where pulp wood may be had in 
any quantity by railroad or barge shipment, or from the several 
hundreds of square miles of limits whose borders are within 15 
miles of the city, some 30,000 horse power of energy can be sup- 
plied from the undeveloped powers on the Ste. Anne and Jacques 
Cartier rivers, and when the demand arises 100,000 horse power or 
more can be transmitted from the falls of the Saguenay River. 

The Saguenay offers unilimited resources in water powers and 
timber or pulp wood. This. district is developing rapidly and 
railroads are building and being projected with marked energy. 

All along the St. Lawrence below the Saguenay similar facilities 
are offered for the manufacture of pulp and paper. 

While pulp and paper will at the outset create the main demand 
for water power, the various commodities essential to growing and 
multiplying communities will constitute an ever increasing demand 
for water power.

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RECIPROCITY BILL MAY NOT BE REPEALED

Wasuincton, D. C., April 8, 1912—In view of the fact that the 
bill for the repeal of the Reciprocity bill originated in the Senate 
and was reported on by a committee of that body, it is not thought 
that anything will be done with the matter. In fact, it is strongly 
suggested in many directions that the move was entirely out of 
order, in fact, that it is a violation of the Constitution, inasmuch 
as it is a revenue measure, and all revenue measures must orig- 
inate in the House. 

Even if the measure should be passed by the Senate, it is quite 
certain that the House will not agree to it. 

It is practically certain now that there will be no effective tariff 
legislation this session, as the House has decided that it will not 
make any further move in that direction unless the Senate shall 
act upon some of the measures that have already been brought to 
its attention. The Senate now has before it for consideration 
the steel, chemical, sugar, excise and wool bills, and there is no 
very strong evidence that it will act on any of these measures this 
session.

Union Gompany Asks Gommission to Make Survey 

The Union Bag and Paper Company, which owns 5,000 acres 
of land in Township’8, Moose River tract, New York State, has 
asked the Conservation Commission to make a forest survey, simi- 
lar to that planned for the International Paper Company’s land 
in the Adirondacks. Under the direction of forestry experts, for- 
estry students will perform the work. The importance of wise 
forestry, based on scientific information and carried out by provi- 
dent methods, is now generally recognized, and owners of large 
timber tracts are signifying their desire to secure the assistance 
of the State in conserving the forest areas. The data to be fur- 
nished will effect a large saving for the private owners of the 
forest lands and preserve the forest growth on tracts which have 


a direct bearing on the well being of important watersheds in the 
State. 


Paper Gompany Takes 10 Year Lease on New Quarters 

The fire which destroyed the business block on St. Clair avenue, 
Cleveland, Ohio, several weeks ago has resulted in the Union 
Paper and Twine Company securing new permanent quarters. A 
lease for ten years. has been closed with Daviess-Stahl & Co., for 
the Koblitz & Kohn building, 2344 to 2362 Canal road. This 
building has a frontage Of 182 feet. on Canal road, and runs 
through to the B. & O. railroad tracks, and gives a total floor 
space of over 60,000 square feet. 

The rent, according to the lease, is $10,000 per year, or a total 
consideration for ten years of $100,000. The Osborn Engineering 
Company is reinforcing the building so as to give sufficient strength 
to all floors to accommodate an average dead weight of 360 
pounds to the square foot.

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PAPER TRADE IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 

In writing of the paper trade conditions in South Africa, Consul 
Edwin N. Gunsaulus, of Johannesburg, states that there are no 
paper mills in the Johannesburg consular district, comprising the 
Transvaal, Orange Free State and Rhodesia, but that three Eng- 
lish manufacturers have branch houses in Johannesburg, in all of 
which large stocks of paper of nearly all kinds are carried. 

“Several wholesale houses here also import paper in large 
quantities and carry it in stock,” continues the consul, “and 
practically all of the paper used by the daily and other news- 
papers of this district is imported from Canada, while the paper 
for the general printing trade, outside of the newspaper offices, 
comes from England, Germany, Sweden, Belgium and Norway. 
The great bulk of colored printing paper for poster and cover 
work is imported from Sweden. Nearly all of the ordinary grades 
of book paper come from England, while the art papers and others 
in which superior ‘finish is required are imported mainly from 
England and Germany. 

“About one-third of the wrapping paper brought into this con- 
sular district is of Swedish manufacture, the countries of expor- 
tation next in importance being Germany, England and Norway, 
in the order named. Wrapping paper is chiefly imported in 
sheet 29x45 inches, folded, and is supplied in all weights. Other 
sizes in use are 36x46 inches, and 14%4x22%4 inches. Wrapping 
paper in reel form, to be torn off as used, such as is much in 
vogue in the United States, is seldom seen here. It would seem 
that if properly introduced it might find favor in this community. 
The kinds of wrapping paper most popular in this market are 
drab sealing and ‘kraft.’ These are shipped in bales, with wood 
at top and bottom, and are strapped with hoop iron. Wrapping 
paper is usually ordered in 1 ton (2,240 pound) lots. 

Writinc Paper, Tortet Paper, Etc. 
“Of the imports of commercial paper, such as typewriting, faint 


ruled foolscap, foolscap with money columns, letter size writing, 
note paper, blotting, drawing paper, envelopes and toilet paper, 
about 80 per cent. comes from the United Kingdom. 
including envelopes, are principally imported from England, Ger- 
many and France, and England now sends most of the typewriting 


Note papers, 


papers. Some time ago a fairly large amount was received from 


the United States, but owing to keen competition the trade re- 
verted to England. 

“Nearly all of the carbon paper coming into this district is 
from the United States, a small supply being brought from Eng- 
land. It is generally conceded that American, carbon papers are 
much superior to others. 

“Practically all of the commercial envelopes are of English 
manufacture, although the ‘outlook’ or ‘window’ envelopes made 
in the United States and Canada are becoming popular with some 
of the leading business houses. 

“England supplies nearly all of the blotting paper used here, 
principally white, a small quantity coming from the United States. 
The English article comes to a great extent in sheets 224%4x17% 
inches, folded, in quire lots, 38 pounds, the 60 pound paper of 
the same size being in the flat. American blotting papers are all 
imported flat. The drawing paper in use here all comes from 
England, and an enormous quantity is used. All of the imports 
of blank books are also of English manufacture. 

“Toilet papers (medicated tissues) come both in reels and flat 
packets. The principal importations are from England, although 
a few firms stock the American article, in rolls. Japan also sup- 
plies a small quantity of tissue paper in flat packets. 

METHODS OF PACKING. 

“Note papers are packed in card board boxes of one-fourth 
ream each, four of these boxes being packed in a larger paper 
box making 1 ream. Envelopes for note paper are packed in 
card board boxes containing 100 each. Typewriter papers are 
put up in paper boxes of 1 ream each, while carbon papers are 


packed 100 sheets in each box. Ruled commercial papers and 
blotting papers are sold by the quire, and toilet papers in reels 
are packed in cases of either 100 reels or three gross each, while 
the toilet papers in the flat are packed in card board boxes of 
six packets each. 

“In commercial and letter size envelopes the better quality js 
packed in boxes of 250, while the cheaper grades are packed in 
boxes of 500. Large size commercial envelopes are packed 100 in 
a box. 

“Paper bags are much used by storekeepers, greengrocers and 
fruiterers, and all are imported, there being no paper bag manu- 
factory in this consular district. The demand is nearly altogether 
for English made bags, on account of their low cost. Some shop- 
keepers prefer the American made bag, although it is a little 
higher in price than the English article, for the reason that it js 
considered stronger and better made than the others. 

“Straw boards and ‘leather board’ are both classed as card 
board, and are almost entirely imported from Sweden. These are 
used for the manufacture of card board boxes and paper tubes, 
Crinkled tissue or crépe paper for lamp shades and other orna- 
mental purposes is imported in all colors in 6 foot lengths, all of 
it coming from Germany.

Goop DEMAND FOR WALL PAPER. 


“The sale of wall papers in this consular district is very large, 
owing to the fact that in the erection of private houses there are 
very few white plastered walls. Inasmuch as contractors substitute 
a cement plaster wall, which is a great deal rougher and not so 
well finished as the white plastered wall, it is necessary to cover 
the walls of houses with wall paper before they are let, in order 
to give the interior a finished appearance. The demand here is 
for medium priced and cheap grades of wall paper, very little high 
class paper being used. 

“Over 80 per cent. of the wall paper imports into this consular 
district are of English manufacture, Germany following with 10 
per cent. The American wall paper is generally considered too 
expensive for the trade and is imported in very small quantities. 
The little that is imported comes in rolls 16 yards in length by 
21 inches in width, while the English and Continental wall papers 
are in rolls 12 yards in length by 21 inches in width. Frieze comes 
in rolls 9 yards in length. 


CREDITS AND BusINEss CusTOMs. 


“Nearly all of the local dealers have their London and New 
York buying agents, with individual arrangements as to terms, 
etc.; otherwise goods are usually shipped cash against documents. 
Local accourts are paid on the 15th and 25th of each month. 

“In the matter of the paper trade generally of this district the 
question of price is the important factor. The quality of the 
American product compares favorably with and in many cases is 
superior to that with which it competes, but as long as the Eng- 
lish and Continental prices are lower it may reasonably be ex- 


pected that the bulk of this trade will go to European manu- 
facturers.

CONSIGN TO OUR CARE 
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Arabia 


In reporting on the paper industry in Arabia, Consul Walter H. 
Schultz, of Aden, states: 

“Southern Arabia, with its 3,000,000 inhabitants, offers a small 
but promising field for American paper products. It is a market 
that bears watching, and upon the completion of the Hodeida- 
Sanaa Railway, now under construction, is certain to invite the 
friendly business rivalry of the world. 

“These are the conditions that should make southern Arabia 
attractive to American paper manufacturers: First, no paper is 
manufactured in Arabia, and, second, Aden, the metropolis and 
principal port of southern Arabia, is a free port, while Hodeida, 
the entrepot to the Turkish Yemen (by far the richest and most 
populous port of southern Arabia), imposes only a flat rate of I1 
per cent. ad valorem on all paper importations. 

“At present paper, copy books, ledgers, etc., are imported chiefly 
from the United Kingdom, Austria and India. There are no news- 
papers published in southern Arabia, and wrapping paper is un- 
known among the natives. Whenever available, old newspapers 
Natives prefer quantity to quality, but the 
better classes and Europeans might purchase linens and bonds for 
fine business stationery. The Indian Times, published in Bombay, 
is the only newspaper and advertising medium of general circula- 
tion at Aden 


are used for wrapping. 


ENGLISH AND AUSTRIAN GRADES AND PRICES. 


“The United Kingdom seems to have the largest share of the 
paper trade of southern Arabia. Imports from that country during 
the fiscal year 1909-10 amounted to 4,091 hundredweight, valued at 
$8,484. It is regarded as the best paper in this market, is pure 
white, 8'4x10% inches in size, and retails at 16 to 72 cents per 
one-fourth ream, according to quality. Orders placed in England 
are accompanied by thirty day drafts on the National Bank of 
India (Ltd.), Aden. The maximum credit period is sixty days, 
while the minimum is fifteen days. Discount for cash is 2% per 
cent. It is plain that a longer credit period would be necessary if 
American goods are ordered, owing to the greater distance. 

“Austrian paper comes next, and is used by both Europeans and 
natives. Its principal sale is in the Province of Yemen. The 
amount of Austrian paper imported into Aden during 1909-10 was 
660% hundredweight, valued at $4,072. Terms of payment are the 
seme as with England. Austrian paper is sold in packets of one- 
fourth ream for 12 to 56 cents, according to quality. It is of a yel- 
lowish color, and in size is 81%4x10% inches. Though the difference 
in price between this paper and that of English make is consider- 
able, there is not much difference in quality. 


THe YEMEN TRADE—INDIAN AND JAPANESE PAPER. 


“The paper mostly used in the Yemen is of a gray color. It is 
imported in bales containing 20 to 30 reams, 440 to 480 sheets to the 
ream, and costs 19 to 27 francs ($3.67 to $5.21) per bale, c. i. f. 
Hodeida, where about 3,000 bales of this paper are purchased 
every year. The terms of sale are always ‘cash against docu- 
ments,’ c. i. f. Hodeida. The import duty is 11 per cent, ad valo- 
rem, value to be declared by the consignee. An original invoice 
must be produced, on which must be stated the cost plus the ex- 
penses from the port of shipment to Hodeida for the information 
of the Turkish customs officials. 

“Indian paper is of a brownish color and used by the poorer 
classes. It is of a common quality and is 8%4x13% inches in size. 
Stiff, colored copy books containing one-half ream of paper retail 
in this market at 20 cents each. The amount of paper of Indian 
make imported into Aden during 1909-10 was 3 hundredweight, 
valued at $523. It is this paper and that of Austrian make that

quality and is 9x12 inches in size. Japanese toilet paper finds a 
very limited sale among Europeans. It retails at 16 cents per 
packet, containing about a ream of cut paper. The same kind of 


English toilet paper is sold in Aden at 1 rupee (32.4 cents) a 
packet. 


DEMAND FROM THE INTERIOR—SALES METHODs. 


“Arab priests and schoolmasters from the interior frequently 
come to Aden to buy small quantities of paper, which they sell in 
their own countries at a small profit. Transportation facilities 
with the interior, however, are poor, and not until they are im- 
proved can a brisk trade be developed with the people of the 
hinterland. 

“The total value of all paper imported into Aden during 1909-19 
was $16,344. That the 1910-11 importation of paper will show an 
increase seems certain. Official figures, however, are not yet 
available. 

“There are no wholesale paper houses in Aden. Paper is sold 
by sects friendly toward American enterprise, and which, I am 
sure, would handle American paper if it were properly introduced 
in this district. Catalogues, samples and price lists in English cur- 
rency and weights and measures of the various grades of papers 
manufactured in America should be sent direct to Aden firms, 
while Maria Theresa currency and the metric system should be 


used in correspondence with firms in Hodeida and the Yemen 
generally. 


“Prices should be quoted c. i. f. Aden or Hodeida or other Yemen 
port. The firms dealing in paper here say the American product 
will find a good field in this district provided it can meet local 
market conditions and prices. Samples of the cheaper grades 
sold in this market will be loaned by the Bureau of Manufactures, 
from which may also be obtained a list of firms interested in paper 
and willing to do business with the United States.” 





The Paper Trade in Japan 


(Written for THe Paper Trape Journat by A. M. Pooley.) 


Tokio, Japan, March 1, 1912—During recent years the paper 
manufacturing industry has made great advances in Japan, so 
much so, indeed, that the local mills are able to supply the whole 
of the home demand and in addition to export abroad. As a result 
imports of paper show a steady decline, 


The official statistics of the trade now published put the total 
production of Japanese mills at 243,200,000 pounds, being an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. over 1910 and 35 per cent. over 1909. The 
imports of foreign paper have decreased from 68,400,000 kin in 
1910 to 53,600,000 kin in 1911 (1 kin=1% pounds). The value of 
exports has risen from 3,977,00 yen to 5,025,000 yen, or 25 per 
cent. 

The principal line imported is printing paper, of which 23,200,000 
kin was declared in 1911. 

The countries principally exporting paper to Japan are Germany, 
with 11,000,000 kin, value 1,850,000 yen; Belgium, 10,500,000 kin, at 
1,140,000 yen; Great Britain, with 9,000,000 kin, at 1,330,000 yen; 
Austria, with 8,400,000 kin, at 890,000 yen, and Sweden, with 7,100,- 
000 kin, at 740,000 yen. 

The amount of printing paper exported from Japan last year was 
5,440,000 kin, valued at 570,000 yen. Of the total output of the 
Japanese mills, viz., 243,200,000 pounds, no less than 204,780,000 
pounds was foreign paper. The manufacture of Japanese and rice 
paper is slowly but steadily decreasing, while foreign papers are 
steadily developing in use with the expansion of the press, educa- 
tion and Occidental business methods. 

The Department of Agriculture and Commerce promise later 
some details on wood pulp manufacture and imports, which should 
be of interest, having regard to the strenuous efforts being made 
to develop the manufacture of wood pulp from bamboo.

but they are infinitesimal in comparison with one point, which 
in the near future will be a great stumbling block to the ex- 
pansion of the American paper trade with Australia. Even at 
the present time the cause is beginning to make itself manifest. 
A sample of paper is forwarded to the maker or to the agent on 
the strict understanding that it will be fully matched in all re- 
spects. The trouble is when the completed article arrives it is 
found to be inferior to the original sample. 

Do the exporters imagine that the difference will not be noticed? 
Perchance a draft will not be accepted for some of these goods, 
then the agents will consider they have been badly treated; buc 
not until it is fully understood that the goods are to be the 
same as the original sample will there be any appreciable increase 
in the trade. It does not necessarily follow that this method is 
resorted to by all the agents, but as surely as it is practiced by 
even one, so will it have a damaging effect on the trade as a 
whole. 


In the foregoing remarks it has been endeavored by a leading. 


importer and merchant to show a number of apparent short- 
comings of a section of American paper exporters, and it is hoped 
that the suggestions made by an experienced business man will 
be of some assistance and practical guidance for future transac- 
tions of exporters in the United States to a land where there are 
undoubted opportunities for the right man with the right com- 
modities. 

Australia, as already mentioned, manufactures various classes of 
boards and papers. Five paper making mills are operated in the 
Commonwealth, Four are located in the State of Victoria and one 
in New South Wales. Of the Victorian mills, one is situated in 
Melbourne, making browns and pulp boards, another at Broad- 
ford, forty miles distant from the capital, manufacturing straw 
boards and box boards. The third is at Geelong, some fifty miles 
from the chief city; this mill is the maker of writings, printings 
and blottimg. The fourth mill is in a suburb of Melbourne, and 
is just on the eve of starting operations. It is the intention to 
manufacture straw board. In New South Wales there is a mill 


located at Sydney, where the output consists of browns and 
grays. 


DIVIDENDS OF AUSTRIAN PAPER MILLS 


(Continued from page 9.) 

Whether the same small dividends will be paid for the year ending 
December 31, 1911, we do not know yet forcertain. Is it not strange 
under such circumstances that our bank shares, paying on an aver- 
age five (5) per cent. per annum of their market value at least, 
comparatively speaking, are neglected by the public? 

For various reason, dividends of our bank shares are far more 
steady than those of industrials; consequently, as a rule, industrials 
are expected to pay not less than six (6) per cent. of their buying 
rate per annum. 

Supposing that the numerous advertisements made for Austrian 
paper mill shares are partly justified at least by due increase of 
the next dividend, and making full allowance for all future 
chances, our paper mill shares might eventually be classed as our 
bank shares and returns of five (5) per cent. be properly con- 
sidered sufficient for them also. But even on this reduced basis 
of 5 per cent. the dividends of the various mills should not justify 
a higher buying rate than the following: 

Elbemiihl per 10 crowns, about 200 crowns; Leykam per 20 
crowns, about 400 crowns; Neusiedler per 24 crowns, about 480 
crowns; Stegrermiihl per 22 crowns, about 440 crowns. In other 
words, each share of each respective mill is overpaid by about 
as follows: Elbermithl 55 crowns, or about 28 per cent. Leykam 
by 169 crowns, or about 42 per cent. Neusiedler by about 151 
crowns, or 32 per cent., and Stegrermiihl by about 122 crowns, or 
about 28 per cent. 

To overpay such shares in such a way is doubtless, to say the

least, unnatural, and modifications will have to be made in one 
way or the other sooner or later. 

The above figures show that Austrian paper mill shares are 
paying even considerably less than our consols. Besides, why 
should they pay more, when they are boomed, some by hundreds 
of crowns, chiefly by cleverly spreading the news of the “Fine 
Paper” Trust that is going to be formed? 

The explanation of this peculiar state of things lies possibly 
(not to say most likely) in the fact that our bankers are not 
only bankers, but often traders also. They are frequently great 
shareholders of the companies floated or financed by them. 


A Lecture on Gombined Mineral Starch Sizing

sized by his process, which were given to several of the promi- 
nent Chicago printers for demonstration. Dr, Wrede’s process of 
mineral starch sizing (a substitute for rosin and casein) has al- 
ready caused much food for thought in the paper manufacturing 
industry of America, and this lecture promises to be of much 
interest to those that are interested therein. 








New Paper for Golor Photography 

Color photography on paper has arrived, according to Wilson's 
Photographic Magazine. The new paper is to be used in conjunc- 
tion with the Lumiére color plates, which successfully reproduce 
natural colors, but only on glass transparencies. By printing these 
transparencies on the new paper—which is called “Utocolor,” and 
is the invention of Dr, J. H. Smith, an Englishman—a beautiful 
colored photograph is, it is claimed, obtained by a simple chemical 
process. 





A Wonderful Machine 

A log of wood and a roll of paper are placed in a new match 
making machine, and when human hands next touch the material 
it is all bound up in packages containing one gross of boxes of 
matches, ready for the consumer, During the process the machine 
cuts the wood into proper lengths, sulphurs the ends, counts them, 
makes the paper boxes, prints the labels on them, fills each box 
and packs them. The machine has been patented by a Norwegian 
match company, and is extensively used. 


Beware of a “Hold Up” Like This 

A concern in New York on October 19 placed an order with a 
manufacturer in New Jersey for a carload of boards for imme- 
diate delivery. On November 1 the entire order was completed, 
and the party ordering the boards asked to have part of it 
shipped, the balance to be held a few days. They gave as an 
excuse for not taking the entire order that their sidewalk was 
torn up and they could not take it in. They strung the manufac- 
turer along in this manner for almost two months. The first por- 
tion they took and paid for, made no complaint whatever— 
neither did they on the second shipment. After three months 
the manufacturer demanded that the buyer give shipping direc- 
tions, which they would not do, so the manufacturer shipped the 
goods to them anyway. The buyer would not sign for or accept 
same, and the goods were therefore put in storage. The manu- 
facturer brought suit for payment of bill of $242.08. The case 
was tried April 3 in the First District Municipal Court, and the 
manufacturer obtained judgment for the full amount of the bill 
with interest and costs, The judge took occasion to remark that 
it was simply a hold-up on the part of the defendant.

Machine Designed to Impress Upon Paper During Process of 
Manufacture Any Desired Mark Similar to the Watermark, 
But Not Applied Until the Web of Pulp Has Become a 
Self-Supporting Sheet Before Reaching the Dryers 


(Reports of all new patents are furnished THe Paper Trape Journat by 
Davis & Davis, patent attorneys, Washington, D. C.) 


A device the claim for which is that it will impress in paper 
during the process of manufacture any desired mark having the 
general characteristics of the so-called watermark, has been pat- 
ented by Howard Brown, of Springfield, Mass. It differs from 
the usual device in that it is not applied until after the web of 
pulp has taken definite form as a self-supporting sheet, but before 
it reaches the dryers. The invention is thus described by the 
inventor : 

“The object of the invention is to provide means whereby a 
mark of a relatively intricate design and having relatively fine 
lines, as compared with the ordinary watermark, may be impressed 
in the paper by the use of an ordinary stereotyped plate applied 
to the paper under pressure, and applied thereto at such a point 
during the course of its travel through the paper machine as will 
best adapt the sheet to receive such impressions; that is to say, 
preferably as the paper is passing over one of the press rolls. 





“Applicant is aware that, broadly, it 1s not new to impress a 
mark upon the paper after it leaves the couch rolls and before it 
reaches the dryers, and this invention consists in certain improve- 
ments which will be described and claimed in the specification and 
clearly illustrated in the accompanying drawings, in which— 

“Fig. 1 is an isometric view of one of the presses of the ordinary 
Fourdrinier paper making machine having the invention applied 
thereto in its preferred form. Fig. 2 is a sectional elevation on an 
enlarged scale showing a portion of the press roll and showing the 
construction and arrangement of the bearing discs which are ap- 
plied to each end of the roll which carries the stereotyped plates— 
the plane of the section being on line 2—2, Fig. 3. Fig. 3 is a front 
elevation, also on an enlarged scale, of the stereotyped plate roli 
as viewed from the front of Fig. 1, this view showing means 
whereby the bearing discs are connected with the shaft of said 
roll to permit the adjustment of the discs and permit their rotation 
as one with the roll. 

“Referring to the drawings, a and b are the upper and lower 
press rolls carried in suitable standards c in the usual manner. 
On the end of the roll a is a gear d, and in front of this roll, 
parallel with the axis thereof, is a shaft e running in suitable bear- 
ings f which are slidably mounted in brackets g supported on the 
standards c. A gear h on the shaft e meshes with the gear d and 
rotates the shaft e at the same circumferential speed as the press 
roll a. On the shaft e are secured the rolls k, which, preferably, 


are made separate, as shown in Fig. 1, instead of in one piece, and! 
are non-rotatably secured to the shaft e in any suitable way, pro- 
vision being made to secure to the surface of these rolls the stereo- 
typed plates m which are formed on a curve to fit the rolls k accy- 
rately—the face of the plates being concentric with said rolls. 

“The bearings f, carrying the shaft e, may be moved by means 
of the screws o toward and from the face of the press rolls a to. 
bring the plates m into contact with the web of paper p running 
over the rolls, and with the requisite degree of pressure to impress 
the design on the plates m in the web. As the plates m have to 
bear against the paper with considerable pressure, and as the con- 
tact of these plates is not a continuous one, it is necessary to pro- 
vide means whereby said contact shall be, in effect, continuous to 
prevent the shaft e from jumping or springing when the edge of 
the plates m, in their rotative contact with the web, either comes 
in contact with the paper or runs off therefrom after the impres- 
sion has been made. To make this contact as nearly continuous 
as possible, the bearing rolls g and r on one end, and s and ¢ on the 
opposite end of the shaft e, are provided and so located that they 
will bear on the face of the roll a, as shown in Figs. 1 and 3 be- 
yond the borders of the paper. As shown in Fig. 2, these two rolls 
have an equal portion of the peripheries thereof cut off from each, 
as indicated by v, this cut-away portion indicating the maximum 
width of any stereotyped plate which it is desired to use on the 
rolls k. These rolls q and r are rotatably adjustable—one relative 
to the other—as shown, and at the same time are rotatable as one- 
with the shaft e. The means for supporting the rolls and permit- 
ting this adjustment being provided by securing to the shaft ¢ a 
yoke w (as shown most clearly in Fig. 3), in each end of which is 
a bolt + extending through concentric slots y in the rolls. These 
slots y in each roll register one with the other when the two sur- 
faces v are in parallelism. On each bolt x is a suitable thumb- 
screw 3 to clamp the discs in their adjusted position. 


“If a relatively narrow stereotyped plate m is to be used, as 
shown in Fig. 2 for example, the two rolls g and r, are rotated 
in opposite directions to bring one end of the cut-away part thereof 
on each roll in such position relative to the front and rear borders 
of the plate m that during the rotation of the shaft e the bearing 
rolls will be relieved of contact with the press rolls a and b just 
prior to the time when the front edge of the stereotyped plate m 
comes in contact with the paper on the press rolls and during the 
entire period that the plate and paper are in contact. Thus the con- 
tact of the roll r with the press roll will be interrupted just before 
the forward edge of the plate m touches the paper, and just as 
the rear edge of the plate leaves the paper the roll g comes to a 
bearing on the press roll, In this way there is practically no inter- 
ruption of the continuous rotative contact of the elements on the 
shaft e with the press rolls. It will be observed that the diameter 
of the bearing rolls is equal to the diameter of the rolls k& and 
the plate m plus the thickness of the paper as it runs over the 
press rolls a and b. 

“By means of the construction of the bearing rolls, as described, 
stereotyped plates m of any desired width may be used from the 
maximum width (which is indicated by the length of the cut- 
away portion v of the rolls) to one as narrow as could be affixed 
to the rolls k. 


“The devices described herein provide means whereby a dis- 
tinctive mark of a comparatively intricate nature may be very 
cheaply and clearly applied to the paper instead of the ordinary 
watermark, it being possible, by the well known cheap method of 
producing these plates, to apply to the paper a most fanciful de- 
sign which it would be impossible to produce as the ordinary so- 
called watermark is produced, and this invention possesses great 
utility on account of the fact that many large dealers in paper now 
require or desire the mill to provide special marks for the paper 
made for them, which, by the use of the devices herein described, 
can be done by the mills at a relatively small expense.”

PAPER.—In spite of the various conditions which have an 
unfavorable aspect, there is a decided better feeling among the 
local paper jobbers and mill representatives. Many of the larger 
financial houses report that general business activity is more 
marked at present than it has been for the past two years. This 
feeling of better times seems to reflect to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent upon the paper industry, as those interested therein report, in 
most cases, that business so far this year is ahead of that of the 
corresponding periods of the past four or five years. The demand 
for Bonds, Ledgers, Linens and Writings still features the trade, 
while trading in News Print continues with the same proportions 
as previously reported. Though the call for transient business 
in News Rolls has been rather small, the undertone is strong. 
Sheet News also is meeting with a fair amount of trade and Side 
Runs move in good volume at 2%c. Manilas are in somewhat 
better shape than a week ago, while Fibre and Kraft papers are 
strong and hard. Tissues, Box Boards and Bogus papers are meet- 
ing with better call, and values throughout the list are on a very 
firm basis. Prices are therefore repeated as follows:

FULLERS EARTH.—The general tone of this market is quiet 
and trading among the jobbers is of small proportions.

GLUES AND GELATINS.—There is little if any change in con- 
ditions surrounding trade in the Glue market. There is a fairly 
good demand for all grades, and prices are firm throughout the 
list.
